At the same time UN Secretary Lie said 
that member nations would keep as their 
first order of business the solution of the 
Korean aggression. 

We think we have erred in allowing 
the emphasis, which we at first had on the 
United Nations feature, to slip into rou- 
tine reports of United States actions. Of 
course the burden is ours. But there are 
other elements at work on our side and 
the fact they are small does not detract 
from their presence. Others are on the 
way.

Another Way in Which 
Russia Could Lick Us 


Since the start of the Korean campaign 
Our prospective military expenditures 
have jumped from less than $15,000,000,000 
to nearly $27,000,000,000 for the current 
year. ore will come later. It may be 
that we will spend $30,000,000,000 to $35.- 
000,000,000 this year on rearmament. And 
we shall need every penny’s worth of de- 
fense it buys. 

Korea has shocked us by its revelation 
of the dilapidated state of our armed 
strength. building, to meet possible 
all-out aggression by the Soviet Union, is 
the imperative task of the nation. We can- 
not afford to jeopardize safety by count- 
ing costs in that effort. 

But the Russians can lick us in a way 
other than military. They can persuade 
us to bleed ourselves white with huge 
rearmament costs piled on top of the al- 
ready excessive cost of normal operating 
functions of our Government. If we are 
to escape this second type disaster, which 
is just as formidable as military aggres- 
sion, we must curtail expenses of Govern- 
ment bureaus and departments which do 
not directly relate to arms. The danger 
from economic collapse may, indeed, be 
greater than that of military defeat be- 
cause it is less generally recognized. 

Last week the Senate voted a 10 per 
cent cyt in nondefense funds, thereby 
effecting a saving estimated at $500,000- 
000. We would like to take that as a sign 
more curtailments are to come, but if the 
experience of two weeks ago, when the 
pork-laden Rivers and Harbors Bill was 
pushed through without so much as a one- 
dollar cut, the Senate’s action is nothing 


more than a token to offer the taxpayers _ 


in the forthcoming campaigns. 

Senator Byrd has estimated $10,000,- 
000,000 can be cut from nondefense spend- 
ing and still leave the Administration as 
much to spend on internal matters as it 
had in 1948. Even if this figure is overly 
optimistic surely there is room*for cuts 
greater than the paltry $500,000,000 which 
the Senate boasted of last week. 

Too much Government spending on 
nonessentials is just as inflationary as 
hoarding and high prices. The latter can 
be controlled with rationing and price and 
wage restrictions. But only a Congress 
and a President aware of the critical dan- 
ger and willing to put the country’s se- 
curity ahead of political favor can keep 


nondefense spending within safe limits. | 


Unfortunately, there has been little evi- 
dence so far of any willingness to do that.

A Fearless Airman 


Brig. Gen. Robert F. Travis was one of 
Georgia’s foremost heroes of World War II 
and one of the country’s outstanding Air 
Force officers. Only 45 years old at the 
time of his tragic death in the crash and 
flaming explosion of a B-29 in California 
Saturday night, the Savannah-born officer 
had been a brigadier general since he 
was 38. 

He was a fighting general from a fam- 
ily of distinguished military men. His fa- 
ther is Maj. Gen. Robert J. Travis, of Sa- 
vannah, one of the nation’s outstanding. 
National Guard officers. A younger broth- 
er is a colonel in the Air Force. 


Gen. Travis was graduated from the 
University of Georgia and from the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point. He went 
into the then Air Corps of the Army a year 
after being commissioned. His 35 combat 
missions over Europe in the battle against 
Hitler brought him the Purple Heart, the 
Silver Star with two clusters, the Distin- 
guished Service Cross, the French Croix de 
Guerre with Palm and many other decora- 
tions. His fearlessness and extraordinary 
ability long ago marked him for achieve- 
ment even greater than the brilliant career 
Maga been his up to the time of his 
death. 


Georgia has lost one of its most notable 
native sons. The country has lost a great 
military figure.

_ Turkey, 150 Ibs.; onions, 25 Ibs.; tomato ketch- 
up, 5 gal.; eggs, 18 dozen, slic€ti and boiled (bet- 
ter boil *em first); Worcester sauce, 3 bottles;

I am sure you would be interested in a spot 
check we have made showing the number of 
cows kept on farms July 1, 1949 and 1950, and

A spot check of all the producers from one of 
the larger and one of the smaller distributing 
plants shows that the number of cows kept on 
farms has increased 18.7 percent in the last 12 
months and the number of cows actually milked 
has increased 16 percent. This indicates that 
there is a larger number of cows on dairy 
farms on July 1, 1950, that are bred for Fall 
freshing and we should have a very good supply 
of Georgia milk this Fall if this percentage pre- 
vails over the entire State.

MacecArthur’s True 


Role in Korea 


TOKYO—Certain swivel chair columnists and 

war commentators at home, along with the de- 

| flated curmudgeon, Harold Ickes, have attempted 

to give the American public a wholly inaccurate picture of the cen- 

sorship involved and- of Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s role in the Ko- 
rean conflict. 


There is no censorship, in the traditional sense of the word, 
being invoked in this war. MacArthur has resisted even the efforts 
of conservative correspondents to establish a censorship code. He 
has left censorship to individual discretion, a confidence that has 
been only briefly abused. 


It is not true that it was a myopic “guarantee” by MacArthur 
to President Truman, concerning the ability of American forces 
to handle the Korean situation, which prompted the President to 
order U. S, troops flung into the battle as the vanguard of the 
first United Nations army. 3 


Pure Lie To repeat, that is an unadultered lie. The Presi- 

dent made up his own mind, presumably after con- 
sulting his military advisers in Washington, and initiated the pres- 
ent action. Orders then were sent to MacArthur, who, if he was 
taken by surprise by the stand we had taken, instantly and whole- 
heartedly indorsed the President’s action. 


MacArthur had no authority over Korea until it was invested 
in him by the President. His authority as supreme commander 
for the allied powers in Japah and commander in chief of his 
country’s Far Eastern command, extended only over Japan, Oki- 
nawa, Saipan, Guam and, to some extent, the Philippines. 

The fall of China’s millions and the fermentation of trouble 
in Korea affected his deep personal concern, but he was neither 
legally nor materialistically empowered to act to stay these envelop- 
ing forces. Formosa was none of his official business. Yet we 
now see him harpooned at home—by jerks who either dislike 
him personally or are bereft of conscience and character—for hav- 
ing failed to stem Communist advances on a continent over which 
he had no more real influence than Shirley Temple. 

The general’s only orders concerning Korea called for him to 
evacuate American civilians from that part of the country lying 
below the thirty-eighth paralle] in event of an emergency. 


: Within 48 hours after the Red Koreans 

No Time Lost invaded, MacArthur’s planes had removed 

2,000 Americans to Tokyo. It was every American who wished to 

leave. Not a minute was lost during this speedy bit of fending 
for his countrymen. 

MacArthur preceded the original airborne troops with ammu- 


‘ nition supplies for the South Koreans and within three weeks 


after the outbreak of war he had three divisions in battle. Naval 
commanders of the area, never noted for excessive praise of Mac- 
Arthur, swore openly that such a movement of men and materiel 
would have taken three months in World War II. 

His predictions of eventual victory in Korea, which have caused 
criticism at home because the box score indicates we are losing 
ground, are based—of course—on his knowledge that more and 
greater forces will be committed as soon as his country can sup- 
ply them. 

And that courageous field commanders, who have ended for all 


time the legend that the brass never fights, will use them well.

As for censorship, MacArthur is operating 
on the wholly unique premise that the 
American reading and listening public is mature enough to take 
the bitter with the sweet. 

The public is erftitled to know the score and share the burden 
of it, he believes. The plain fact is that MacArthur has a shatter- 
proof confidence in American newspaper and radiomen on the 
scene, and an equal confidence in their superiors at home, It 
seems a tragic thing that, once again, he finds himself second- 
guessed at home; once again, he has been called upon to wage a 
difficult war against forces which threaten not only the country 
he serves but the civilization he has helped to forge.

Why Louis Johnson Should Quit 


It has been said of Louis Arthur Johnson, Secretary of Defense of the United .States of America, 
that he hoped for the best without preparing for the worst. The brptal facts from Korea bear tragie 
witness to the awful truth of this estimate of the man. 


Even if a Dunkirk can be averted and our 
offensive can be mounted from South Korea 
instead of japan, a horrible failure here at home 
must be accounted for. The time is now to ask 
the question why so few had to face so many 
with so little. 


Who is to blame for the Korean tragedy? 
Who left us hopelessly unprepared to meet this 
murderous Communist aggression? Who lulled 
the nation into a sense of false security by 
boasting of our growing military might under re- 
duced military budgets? 

The blame must be shared by every Ameri- 
can, not least by the President and the Secre- 
tary of State. But the chief blame belongs where 
the chief responsibility is—with the Secretary of 
Defense. 


Louis Johnson should resign. If he fails to 
show that sense of public duty, the country 
should make it plain to him. 

The Secretaryship of Defense is a high office 
of public trust that should seek out the man 
who is to fill it. No such narrow view, however, 
trammeled the ambitions of its present occupant. 
From as far back as 1940, when FDR had to 
back away from an earlier promise to make him 
Secretary of War, Louis Johnson campaigned to 


_ be this country’s top military civilian. 


His chance—a long one—came in the 
Summer of 1948 when Democratic Candidate 
Truman was apparently prepared to promise 
anything to anyone who could replenish 
the bankrupt party treasury. Johnson took 
over, according to widely accepted reports, 
on the condition that he become Secretary . 
of Defense. He did a miraculous job of 
political money-raising, the President was 
re-elected, the bargain was kept, and in 
March, 1949, Louis Johnson succeeded the 
late, great James Forrestal. 


His administration of the Defense Dept. has 
been stormy—perhaps. unavoidably so. He in- 
herited the whole stubborn unification mess. 
He has done good work on the administrative 
side in making unification work. And he has 
brought about some legitimate, badly needed 
economies. 

It is a pity that his good works pale into ob- 
scurity alongside his calamitous failures, 


FIRST, Johnson has had no adequate con- 
ception of the defense policy needed to match 
the foreign policy of this country, wobbly as that 
has been. To be sure, the blame here extends 
beyond him to his commander-in-chief, the 
President, and to the Secretary of State as well. 
But his was the responsibility to lay before 
Congress a military program equal to our com- 
mitments. He failed to do so. 


SECOND, Johnson’s department failed to pro- 
vide the kind of military strength that Korea 
shows we need. There has been a consuming 
preoccupation with intercontinental atomic war 
and inadequate preparation for the satellite 
cat’s-paw type of war that Russia chose to use 
in Korea and may use elsewhere. The result is 
that our men have only a few light, outgunned 
tanks to oppose the Red monsters thrown 
against them. We must rely on jet fighters to do 
work they were never designed to do in support 
of ground operations. The new weapons about 
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which so. much was heard last Spring seem still 
to be on order. 


THIRD, Johnson's ,repeated assertions that 
his economies. and budget cutting have resulted 
in a stronger defense are revealed as tragically 
false. Before Korea, he prated that “we're in 
grand shape,” that if Russia “starts something 
at 4 o’clock in the morning” we would go into 
action by five, and that we were prepared to 
“lick the hell out of Joe Stalin” if he started 
anything. 


He told the country that his smaller budgets 
would merely cut out fat and convert fat into 
muscle. After holding defense obligations below 
the $13.9-billion authorized for the fiscal year 
1949-60, he submitted a $13-billion budget for 
1950-51. This compared with the $18-billion figure 
Forrestal regarded in 1948 as the minimum for 
meeting our responsibilities around the world. 
We are now hastily—and wastefully—in one year 
trying to expand the defense budget by twice 
that $5-billion “saving.” 


Johnson's budgeting went far beyond cutting 
off fat. It cut down Army ground force strength, 
almost decimated the Marines, shrank Navy 
fighting power, held back the 70-group Air Force, 
reduced aircraft replacement programs, ignored 
glaring weak spots in tanks and factical air- 
craft, and retarded research and development. 


, On the floor of the House of Representa- 
tives on April 4 last, Chairman Car! Vinson 
of the House Armed Services Committee, 
challenged Johnson’s propaganda. Said Vin- 
son, “I want to state emphatically that, in 
my judgment, Mr. Johnson's economy scalpel 
has not enly carved away some service fat 
but has cut—deeply in some areas—into the 
sinew and muscle of the armed services.” 


An example, tragically documented in Korea, 
is what happened to Forrestal’s tank-moderniza- 


tion program. The plan was to take our medium 
tanks, rearmor and regun them so-they could at 
least handle their Russian opposite numbers. 
GIs in Korea today could hardly be expected to 
agree that Johnson’s economy in budgeting that 
program out of existence was only cutting off fat, 


Louis Johnson’s record does not qualify him 


to continue as the. civilian leader of our great 
new military effort. Nothing he has done in 
office would so becomé him as the leaving of it.

We have one “rabid dog” 
crisis after another and nine 
out of ten heads (actual per- 
centage, not a cliche) sent to 
a laboratory for test are re- 
ported “Positive.” 

Once more I make this state- 
ment: No one has determined or 
demonstrated the cause of ra- 
bies. 

When the head of an animal 
is examnied in the laboratory 
The laboratory technician or 
pathol t may or may not find 
in a microscopic section of the 
brain tissue, peculiar formations 
know as Negri Bodies. If the 
pathologist finds What he or she 
considers Negri bodies the re- 
port is “Positive.” That means 
in ordinary language that the 
animal had rabies and conse- 
quently any person or person 
the an may have wounded 
should receive Pasteur treat- 
ment immediately, in the hope 
of preventing the development 
of rabies (hydrophobia). 

Medical authorities are not 
unanimous in accépting the 
theory that Negri bodies cause 
rabies. Some authorities beliéve 
these peculiar formations are 
only degenerated or altered red 
bleed corpuscles or, in séme in- 
stances, the products of tissue 
réaction and no more the cause 
of the inflammation than the

purative inflammation. I am no 
authority—I merely report what 
authorities say. 

For years I have studied ev- 
erything I could find pertaining 
to rabies and, right or wrong, 
this is what I believe today: 

1. If rabies ever occur in man 
it must be extremely rare and 
we may well ignore it as far 
as the protection of human 
health is concerned. 


2. If wounded by an animal 
presumably rabid I’d want only 
the treatment a physician or 
surgeon employs to prevent tet- 
anus (lockjaw) and certainly 
no Pasteur treatment. 

3. Pasteur virus or vaccine, 
used in the Pasteur treatment, 
has caused nearly as many 
deaths as are ascribed to rabies 
in mortality récords. 

4. In any. case of wound (bite 
or scratch) by wild or domestic 
animal or bird, .whether Pas- 
teur treatment is given or not, 
it is the physician’s responsibli- 
to administer first aid and 
subsequent treatment to pre- 
vent tetanus. 

5. Rabies is primarily a vet- 
erinary problem. Health author- 
ities with large experience (in 
Birmingham, Alabama, for in- 
stance) conclude “there ap- 
pears to be little relation be- 
tween mortality from rabies 
and the administration of vac- 
cine” (Pasteur treatment). 

“Regardless of the prevalence 
of rabies among dogs, it will 
probably never cause sufficient 
morbidity or mortality among 
human beings in this region 
(Alabama) to allow its clas- 
sification as a public health 
problem of importance.” |
